Carmichael's 
Black Power 
Is a Dream

WASHINGTON (AP) - Stoke- 


ly Carmichael, though never 
clear about it, shouts "black 
power" in a country where Ne- 
groes are only about 10 per cent 
of a population now numbering 
around 200 million. 


So far this year at least 39 


cities have been hit by racial 
violence. What good does this do 
Negroes? In some cases the 
riots may induce federal, state 
or city governments to do more 
about Negro housing and em- 
ployment. 


But at the same time it antag- 


onizes a lot of whites, many of 
whom have been sympathetic to 
the problems of Negroes. What- 
ever kind of power Carmichael 
has in mind, it's still a dream. 
The whites have the real power. 


And tills year, amid growing 


white 
antagonism, 
the 
civil 


rights cause has been hurt. 
Moderate-minded Negro lead- 
ers, like Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., take a dim view of Negro 
violence. 


King said this month the civil 


rights movement has made too 
mucli progress through nonvi- 
olence to resort to violence now. 


Yet, this week on a CBS tele- 


vision program, with Mike Wal- 
lace interviewing a number of 
Negro leaders, one of them, 
Daniel Watts, editor of Har- 
lem's "Liberator" paper, spoke 
contemptuously 
of 
moderate 


Negro leaders. 


"House niggers," he called 


them. 


He said he meant Roy Wilk- 


ins, executive secretary of the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People; 
King, 
head of the Southern 


Christian 
Leadership Confer- 


ence; and Whitney M. Young, 
executive 'director of the Nation- 
al Urban League. 


Watts talked of forcing the 


white community to negotiate 
with Negroes, He didn't explain 
that. But how 10 per cent of the 
population can force the other 
90 per cent to do anything it 
doesn't want to do was also left 
unclear. 


Carmichael, head of the Stu- 


dent 
Nonviolent Coordinating 


Committee, is always vague on 
what he means by "black pow- 
er," 
what it would consist of 


and how it could be obtained. 


He was present Sept. 6 when 


Negroes rioted in Atlanta and 
dumped the mayor off an auto- 
mobile. Later he was charged 
with inciting a riot. 


Public opinion polls show 


white reaction against Negro 
violence is growing, that many 
whites think the civil rights 
movement is going too fast, and 
that many white liberals, pre- 
viously sympathetic, are turn- 
ing cool. 


There can be little doubt the 


white reaction this month in- 
fluenced senators who killed 
this year's civil rights bill and 
this week turned the clock back 
a bit on civil rights by approv- 
ing a measure allowing doctors 
to keep white medicare patients 
separate 
from Negroes when 


they think it helpful. 


And in the past few weeks 


politicians 
must have been 


stunned by what happened in 
Maryland and Georgia where 
voters in the Democratic pri- 
maries picked their candidates 
for governor. 


In Georgia it was a one-time 


restaurant owner and segrega- 
tionist without political experi- 
ence, Lester G. Maddox, who 
closed his restaurant rather 
than serve Negroes. And in Ma- 
ryland it was George P. Maho- 
ney who has had wretched polit- 
ical luck but this year had as 
his main theme opposition to 
open housing. 


There is grim irony in the 


contempt shown by extremists 
like Watts for Negro leaders 
like Wilkins, King and Young. It 
was particularly ironic in the 
case of Wilkins whose NAACP 
has been the greatest force in 
obtaining civil rights for Ne» 
groes.

A record-shattering 


rainfall deluded tbe region and caused heavy 
Hooding in the 914-square-milc area compris- 
ing the Central and Southern Florida Flood 
Control District. 


Normally, the use of pumping stations and 


floodgates in the region is sufficient to control 
deep-water situations. But, this past summer, 
normal safeguards could not cope with the 
massive rainfall. 


The area, lying partly within the tropical 


zone, has one of tbe most nearly-level land- 
scapes in the world. Eight species of palm trees 
flourish here. Alligators inhabit the swamp-

lands, and the manatee frequent brackish rivers. 
Other land mammals abound: deer, cougar, 
bobcat, black bear, otter, oppossum and rac- 
coon. Among the snakes: king, tree, coral, water 
moccasin and rattler. Birdlife adds exquisite 
color, with: heron, egret, bittern, ibis, frigate, 
gallinule, eagle, kite, anhinga and roseate 
spoonbill. 


The Florida Game and Fresh Water Com- 


mission operated a deer lift to get these sensi- 
tive, frightened creatures onto higher, drier 
land. Despite the yeoman efforts of both state 
and Federal agencies, unfortunately, some of 
the deer were still lost. 


Members of the Half-Track Clubs of Brow- 


ard, Dacle, and Palm Beach Counties, in Flor- 


ida, searched the Everglades in their airboat: 
Spotting the helplessly stranded deer, mired i 
the high-water areas, was aided by radio coj 
tact with the Game Commission's overhea 
helicopter. 


As the individual deer would be spotted, th 


plan-of-action was to have an airboat di; 
patched to the sighted area. After locating th 
animal, the men would capture it, tranquilizk; 
it, bind its hooves, haul it up out of the marshes 
into the boat, and transport the deer to higher 
ground.

of the hinge joint because of

Treatment consists of re- 


placing missing teeth and re- 


storing the bite to its normal, 
harmonious p o s i t i o n . But 
since this treatment is often 
complicated and lengthy, suf- 
ferers are usually first treat- 
ed for r e l i e f of pain. For 
instance, it helps to limit diet 
to soft foods for a few days; 
apply hot, wet compresses to 
side of face over joint and 
take aspirin 
for 
relief 
of 


aches. 


There may also be systemic 


causes of burning tongue. A 
type of anemia is thought to 
be involved sometimes, and 
vitamin deficiency has also 
been put forward as a cause. 


Some doctors think it's pure 


"nerves". One recently told 
me he couldn't find anything 
wrong with a patient who had 
these complaints. As an ex- 
periment, he told the patient 
that 
in his judgment 
the 


cause was due to vitamin de- 
ficiency. After taking vitamins 
for one day the patient said 
he felt better. But if lack of 
vitamins was the cause, it 
would 
take a considerably 


longer period of continued 
dosage to give relief.
